WASHINGTON—(INS) — The 
Sup reme court today ruled that 
the draft act does not p rotect a 
v eteran’s job seniority rig hts be­ 
y ond his g uaranteed y ear of re­ 
emp loy ment. 
The hig h bench rev ersed a Cir­ 
cuit Court of Ap p eals holding that 
the seniority status of a v eteran 
was secure as long as the draft 
act remained in effect, and could 
not be modified by a union con­ 
tract. 
Justices Jackson and Frankfur­ 
ter dissented from the majority 
op inion, written by Justice uRt- 
ledg e. 
Rutledg e said that the draft act, 
althoug h g iv ing the re-emp loy ed 
v eteran “a sp ecial statutory stand­ 
ing ” during the statutory y ear and 
creating to that ex tent a p refer­ 
ence ov er non-v eterans, “did not

The buses of the Lincoln City 
Lines rumbled along their reg ular 
route« Monday morning for the 
first time since early last Wednes­ 
day . 
The first of the company ’s 57 
buses, that remained idle for four 
day s due to a strike of 8 9 drivers 
and 10 maintenance men, left the 
Lines’ g arag e at 12:01 a. m. Mon­ 
day . 
The “owl bus” set out on its 
reg ular nig htly run just 32 hours 
after the bus strike had been set­ 
tled between representatives of the 
local bus drivers union, AFL, and 
the Chicag o officials of the lines. 
$6 .48 Weekly Increase. 
Drivers of the buses, who were 
g ranted an over-all pay increase 
of 15 cents per hour, with three 
cents to be placed in a pension 
fund, seemed to have an ex tra 
cheery “g ood morning ” for their 
hundreds of early morning passen­ 
g ers, who have been forced to find 
other transportation during the 
strike. 
To the drivers, the strike settle­ 
m ent added an ex tra $6 .48 weekly 
to their pay checks with which 
they could meet the hig h cost of 
living . Another $1.52, if the driv­ 
ers work their nine-hour, six -day 
week, will be placed in a pension 
plan which is now in tentative 
stag e. 
To the public, the ending of the 
strike broug ht “normal” bus serv­ 
ice. It also carried with it the 
strong indication that the company 
was preparing to ask permissioiy ’ 
to raise the bus fare from 5 to 10 
cents. 
Increase« Cost Company $40,000. 
Attorney s for the company , ac­ 
cording to Attorney Lum Doy le, 
will have an announcement on this 
subject either Monday or Tuesday . 
He said Saturday that the com­ 
pany probably would file an appli­ 
cation with the state railway com­ 
mission for a fare boost. Company 
officials 
pointed 
out 
over 
the 
week-end that the new pay boost 
to the drivers will cost the com­ 
pany 
in 
the 
neig hborhood 
of 
$40,000 a y ear. 
Final settlement of the strike 
came during the last hour neg otia­ 
tions Saturday afternoon. 
Meeting to name a “third arbi­ 
trator,” F. C. Powers, international 
representative for the union, re­ 
ported that the union accepted the 
last offer of the company which 
g ave the 105 union members an 
over-all pay boost of 15 cents per 
hour.

Abbott Hits 
Findings On 
Aid To Blind

Two-thirds of the statements 
released Monday concerning the 
Nebraska School for the Blind are 
“entirely untrue” or are the re­ 
sult of misinterpretation, N. C. 
Abbott, school superintendent for 
almost 37 y ears, told The Star 
Monday noon. 
The report was submitted to 
Governor Val Peterson by a com­ 
mittee appointed last fall to in­ 
vestig ate the state’s services to 
the blind. 
Lost Workers During War. 
During the war y ears the school 
had its share of labor troubles, 
Abbott ex plained, and lost many 
teachers 
as 
well 
as 
workers. 
Among those leaving was the ath­ 
letic director, whose position has 
not as y et been replaced, Abbott 
said. 
Commenting on the committee’s 
recommendation that the school 
be transferred to the jurisdiction 
of the state departm ent of public 
instruction, Abbott said he failed 
to see whereby this plan would 
improve 
the 
institution. 
The 
school head said he had orig inally 
favored placing the school under 
the board of control. 
“Not one word was included 
in the report on the distribution 
of ‘talking book machines’,” 
Ab­ 
bott pointed out. 
These are pre­ 
sented to the blind at no charg e, 
he added. 
The long time superintendent at 
the Nebraska City school beg an 
teaching at the Nebraska School 
for the Blind in 18 9 6 , serving for 
two y ears. 
In 19 09 he was ap­ 
pointed superintendent and con­ 
tinued until 19 11. On January 9 , 
19 13, he was reappointed and has 
served 
continuously 
since 
that 
date. There are 43 students at the 
school this y ear. 
Abbott declared that Dr, Claire 
Owens, of Ex eter, osteopath and 
member of the investig ating com­ 
mittee, “has been fig hting me for 
y ears” in one way or another.

A legislative body is judged to quite as great 
an exten t by the bills it kills as by those it en acts, 
so it is to be expected that the govern men t com­ 
mittee of the Un icameral will be given due credit 
for its action in in defin itely postpon in g the proposal 
for a con stitution al amen dmen t to in crease the size 
of the legislature, len gthen the terms of members 
an d boost their salaries. There has been n o public 
deman d for these chan ges an d there is reason to 
believe that they would have been quite gen erally 
opposed. The people of Nebraska seem to be quite 
gen erally satisfied with the existin g legislative 
setup, though some sen ators complain of bein g 
overloaded with committee work. *As was poin ted 
out by Dr. J. P. Sen n in g, however, this burden may 
be lighten ed without in creasin g the n umber of 
legislators an d in a much more satisfactory man n er. 
In the opin ion of most people, the un icameral is 
doin g remarkably well.

W hy Not The A ir One Breathes? 


It would appear that there is a grievous over­ 
sight in the draft of LB 323, the Nebraska retail 
sales tax bill in troduced by Sen ators C. Petrus 
Peterson an d Dwight W. Burn ey. 
The bill pro­ 
vides that startin g July 1, 19 47, a tax of two per 
cen t shall be imposed “upon the gross receipts 
from the retail sales of tan gible person al property 
sold at retail in the state to con sumers or users." 
The term “retail sales” is defin ed in the bill as 
in cludin g the sales of electricity, water an d com­ 
mun ication service to retail customers or users. 
It stipulates that as far as practicable the tax of 
two per cen t shall be added to the sales price or 
charge. 
In other wcrds it shall be passed alon g 
to the con sumer. 
An d it will be largely, if n ot 
en tirely.

Every time a home-own er in the heat of 
summer goes forth to give his garden , the flowers 
an d the shrubs, or his thirsty trees a drin k, he 
will be payin g a two per cen t sales tax upon the 
water used. 
Every time he turn s on the elec­ 
tricity he will be payin g a two per cen t sales tax. 
Every time he pays his telephon e bill he will 
fin d a two per cen t sales tax added to it. Every 
time he turn s aroun d to supply his own wan ts, 
or the wan ts of his wife an d children , a two per 
cen t retail sales tax will greet him in the even t 
that this proposal becomes law.

There is on e exception . Thus far there seems 
to be n o practicable way through which a two 
per cen t sales tax can be imposed upon the air 
which an in dividual breathes, but un less the citi­ 
zen s of Nebraska stan d on guard, perhaps some 
method can be devised to meter it an d collect a 
retail sales tax for every cubic foot pf ozon e that 
goes to sustain life.

They say more mon ey is n eeded; it is diffi­ 
cult to quarrel with that un varn ished truth. Liv­ 
in g costs are drastically higher, an d govern men t 
itself can n ot be separated from livin g costs in 
calculatin g the fin an cial burden s of govern men t. 
These sharp price in creases, marked sin ce last 
July when price con trols were removed, have 
hatched an ugly bun ch of ducklin gs, all of which 
have come home to roost. There are those Who 
cry out again st the in crea.se in appropriation s.

Now the n et effect of this sales tax bill, un - 


less the state an d local political subdivision s spe­ 
cifically are exempted from its provision s, will be 
to hoist the cost of supplies two per cen t, an d to 
furn ish added argumen ts for wage an d salary in ­ 
creases.

But gran tin g that more reven ue is n eeded, 
the Nebraska Un icameral legislature should go 
slow before imposin g a two per cen t retail sales 
tax on the con sumer. This state in a very large 
sen se is payin g taxes, real an d person al, on the 
basis of depression valuation s. 
There is in Ne­ 
braska if the assessmen t rolls are to be used as 
the in dex a billion dollars less real estate an d 
person al property than there was 20 years ago. 
The gran d total of assessed values is 66 per cen t 
of what it was in 19 27. 
It is said that the tax 
machin ery has broken down . 
It is charged that 
there is n o effective way of ferretin g out vast 
amoun ts of real an d person al property that 
escape taxation . 
If that is true, it is on e of the 
sorriest con fession s.

Tax machin ery has n ot broken down when 
officials do their duty an d the in dividual citizen 
fulfills his respon sibility to the govern men t un der 
which he lives.

Particularly iron ic is the reflection that 
amon g elemen ts advocatin g a gen eral sales tax to 
"relieve the burden on real estate” is the Nebras­ 
ka Farm Bureau Federation . It is con cern ed with 
rural electrification an d with its expan sion . 
It 
should be. Electricity for the farms is on e of the 
in heren t steps of progress in the developmen t of 
agricultural life. 
An y restriction retardin g its 
expan sion strikes savagely again st the improve­ 
men t of farm life. 
The rural electrification dis­ 
tricts wan t electricity con sumed on the farm ex­ 
empt from the retail sales tax. 
It should be. 
Nothin g should be permitted to hamper or ham­ 
strin g the growth of rural electrification . 
But if 
it is exempted then why should the man in the 
town or the city pay a retail sales tax on elec­ 
tricity used in his home? 
Why should he pay a 
sales tax to keep his trees alive or his grass an d 
flowers in good health? An d when this busin ess 
of exemption s begin then what about the break­ 
down of the machin ery of the sales tax.

Terming it a step which should 
have been tak en in 1939 or 1941, 
the governor declared that the 
creation of the state institutional 
building fund is an important step 
forward in building a better Ne­ 
brask a. 
LB 209, by Senator Fred Muel­ 
ler of Kearney, provides for a 1.1 
mill levy through 1956 and is ex ­

$z2,200,000 in the 10 year period. 
Of this total, 40 per cent will go 
to the University of Nebrask a, 45 
per cent to the board of control, 
15 per cent to the normal schools 
and the proceeds from the one- 
tenth mill to the m ilitary depart­ 
ment to be used in the construc­ 
tion of National Guard armories.

Since LB 209 carried the emerg­ 
ency clause, it became effective 
with the governor’s signature.

"However, it is ap­ 
parent that it will not fully meet 
the needs of the board of control. 
It will go a long ways in correct­ 
ing deficiencies in board of con­ 
trol institutions—but we will con­ 
tinue to have a problem with re­ 
spect to them,” he added.

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Th t* governor’s committee for 
the blind appointed last November 
by Governor Griswold, Monday 
tu rned in a volu minou s report on 
its findings which was presented 
to the legislatu re and Governor 
Val Peterson. 
The committee passed ou t to the 
press in advance a 25-page digest 
of its findings. The report recom­ 
mended changes in the director of 
the department of the blind and 
su perintendent of the school for 
the blind at Nebrask a City, 
The department of the blind has 
been directed by H. C. Salter, bu t 
several week s ago in the reor­ 
ganization being work ed ou t by 
the new board of control he was 
reassigned as psychologist in the 
edu cation program. 
The present 
acting director is Mrs, 
Myrtle 
Kline, who has had several years 
ex perience in the department, 
Abbott Heads School. 
Su perintendent of the school for 
the blind is the veteran Nebrask a 
edu cator, N. C. Abbott. 
Mu ch of the report is devoted 
to praising the appointment of 
committees of citizens to stu dy 
particu lar situ ations as the “pro­ 
gressive approach to social better­ 
ment.” Two social work ers and 
two clerical work ers were u sed by 
the committee to assemble data for 
the report. 
Mrs. Harold Prince, boarcj of 
control chairman, said the “in 
•ervice” blind training has been 
temporarily 
placed 
u nder 
the 
board’s vocational edu cation de­ 
partment. 
The committee reported that 
throu gh its ex perience it had be­ 
come informed in matters “affect­ 
ing the general welfare.” It ex - 
pres.sed the hope of awak ening a 
genu ine pu blic concern for those 
“deprived of the satisfaction which 
comes from living a fu ll life. 
Among the “facts” brou ght ou t 
In the stu dy of the blind of the 
•tate were: 
*“I^e board of control system of 
pu blic welfare administration is 
inadequ ate. The split ex ecu tive 
au thority of su ch a salaried board 
la u nsou nd. The administration of 
thhi 
overall 
welfare 
program 
fhou ld be the direct responsibility 
Of a single qu alified administrator. 
“ Serv ices to the blind throu gh 
tha blind assistance program seem 
to v a ry in qu ality from cou nty to 
cou nty, 
A stu dy of this problem 
is needed at once. 
“ The Nebra ska scho o l fo r the 
M ind is a ntiq u a te d in pro g ra m.
